Supplies  over  the  greater  part  of  the  area  have  a very  sm.ill  margin 
of  safety  and  in  several  cas^s  the  storage  capacity  is  negligible.  Considering 
the  many  difficulties  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  rmiong  Public  Supplies 
stand  taps  remain  only  at  liarl-Sterndalo,  Fl;igg,  Monyash,  Litton,  Winster, 
Elton,  ?jid  the  Hucklov/  Schemes,  and  in  only  two  of  these  is  it  imix>ssible  to 
allow  house  connections. 

V/Tiile  the  number  of  houses  becoming  connected  is  increasing  steadily 
it  is  becoming  appcirent  that  some  coercion  may  be  needed  to  got  all  houses 
connected  where  the  supply  permits.  So  long  as  one  house  in  a village  remains 
uiiconnected  a st:md  tap  must  be  loft  and  this  is  sufficient  to  cause  considOrat 
trouble,  and  W'astage. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  increase  in  the  niuiiber  of  farms  connected 
to  pipe  supplies,  possibly  due  to  the  availability  of  the  Government  50^  grant 
and  the  encouragement  of  the  County  War  Agricultural  Executiye  Committee. 

There  remain  many  farms  in  outlying  areas  with  poor  sujjplies  but  which  could 
only  receive  a piped  supply  e,t  an  entirely  disproportionate  expenditure. 

Until  all  such  farms  are  connected  or  othexy/ise  satisfactorily  provided  for, 
it  seems  that  the  stand  tap  or  filling  station  must  remain  with  us. 

The  supplies  vary  greatly  as  r^^gards  the  quality  of  the  v/ater.  In 
the  North  Eastern  gritstone  area,  waters  are  soft  and  of  varying  degrees 
of  acidity. 

Pour  public  supplies  whore  the  v/aters  .are  acid  either  receive 
treatment  or  have  the  necessary  plant  for  treatment.  Plumho- solvency  varied 
even  more  than  the  degree  of  acidity.  Tv/c  untreated  Public  Supplies  have  shov/n 
a v-arving  degree  of  plumbo-solvency  -yhilc  varying  araounts  of  lead  have  been 
found  in  three  privatd  large  scale  sux^plies.  In  onlv  one  was  plumbo-solvency 
of  such  a degree  as  to  require  action,  and  here  long  lengths  of  lead  piping 
have  been  done  away  v/ith.  In  this  parti cul-ir  instance  a.n  acid  water  was 
conveved  in  lead  pipes  for  150  y\rds  supplying  several  houses  on  route. 
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ocnt.?inination  varied  according  to  the  distance  iron  the  mi,dn  ^,nd  to  the 
length  of  timo  -'f  c'^ntact.  (.;ne  tv/o  faniliec  had  uaed  thia  water  for  many 
years  ;.nd  it  was  considered  advisable  to  ex.imine  blood  irn'm  a few  parsons 
f'r  evidence  of  lead  absorption.  Three  families  were  chc'sen  at  va.rying 
distances  from  the  mad.n.  In  oxiLy  one  instance  did  exx'jnination  of  blood 
films  show  definite  evidence  of  load  absorption.  This  was  not  in  the  house 
with  the  longest  length  of  service  pipe  and  would  appear  to  indicate  that  tl^e 
personal  equation  may  vary  even  moi’e  then  one  expects.  The  blood  showed  a 

marked  reauction  in  lead  absorption  a few  weeks  after  tho  lo.id  pipe  had  baen 
replaced. 

In  tho  South  Wesrorn  n’ea  v/here  thu  limestone  strata  ■preaominates 
tlxe  supplies  are  hard,  and  softening  fticiliti^s  ar^.  only  provided  for  one 
supply.  Softening  treatment  for  otlior  supplies  in  the  liiiGstone  area,  is 
very  badly  required. 

Apart  from  those  Pai'ishes  where  there  are  only  scattered  farms  and 
houses  there  are  t-'v/clvo  where  the  supi-^ly  is  bv  private  schemes  run  by  estates 
or  voluntarv  committees.  Ml  such  schemes  should  be  directly  under  the  control 
of  the  Local  Authoritjr.

Iviinor- improvements  were  carried  out  at  V/inster  arid  Grindleford. 

The  'latter  disposal  works  are  severelv  overtaxed  ana  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  evident  that  a further  filler  bed,  ana  .possibly  better  settlement, 
ViTill  bo  required-  if  a -satisfactory  ’ effluent  is  to  be  obtexinod  cind  maintained. 

There  is  an  imperative  need  of  sewage  aisposal  schemed  in  many 
Parishes  but  at  present  it  is  even  difficult  to  obtain  tiie  necessary  labour 
for  maintenance  and  repair  of  existing  works.

As  is  to  bo  expected  the  position  steadily  Cwterio rates.  The 
immediate  post  v/ar  building  is  rx^t  ixitondod  to  replace  condexmaed  houses  and 
I therefore  feel  that  the  position  mi,ght  be  eased  if  an  immediate  start  could 
be  made  on  reconditioiring  suitable  xicuses.  The  tv/o  main  obstacles  will  be 
to  find  alternate  accommodation  while  the  reconditioning  is  being  carried  out, 
and  the  labour  for  the  actual  v/ork. 

The  former  of  those  difficulties  could  be  mot  b^o  the  provision  of 
some  temporary  houses  in  the  larger  centres.

llachinery  nov/  exists  for  tixe  better  co-operation  of  Authorities 
concerned  in  the  supervision  oi  milk  supplies. 

In  regard  to  puritv  of  supulieo,  general  cleanliness  in  production 
and  handling  the  herd  is  unaoubtedly  aowmvards.  -Tartiae  conditions  are  almost 
entirely  responsible  for  this,  Blae.kout  conditions  have  created  many 
difficulties;  short, age  of  labour  combined  with  increased  demejad  for  supplies; 
the  virtual  standstill  in  respect  of  reptiirs  and  improvements,  and  difficulties 
in  transport. 

The  prcblems  of  improving  the  quality  of  milk  production  is  one  of 
tiae  most  important  post  v/ar  issues  which  farmers  will  h.ave  to  face,  but  with- 
out aitoration  in  the  legislativon  there  is  unlikely  to  be  any  general  raising 
of  the  standard.  The  quesuicn  of  registration  .of  dairy  farmers  and  a 
standard  for  ordinary, uhdosignated  milk  are  tv/o  matters  calling  for  immediate 
action.

Inspection  takes  pla.co  at  the  Guntral  Slaughter  Houses  and  is 
shared  by  the  Inspectors... from, Matlock  and  Bakewell  Urban  Districts  and  from 
Bakowell  Rural'Dist-rict.  . 

There  is  a very  marked  ineroase  in  tlu^  percentage  of  carcases 
affectod  with  tuberculosis  --  28.87a  as  against  19.60;7fc.  The  largess  increase 
is  among  animals  classed  as  ’'casual".  The  peroe.ntago  of  cattle  affected 
with  diseases,  other  than  tub’orculo sis  also  .shows,  an  increase  from  11,46^ 
to  15.5/a.  ' ^ 

In  considering-  those  increasos  several  factors  have  to  be  taken 
into  account.  Those  were  discusSed  in  my  Amiual  'Heport  of  1942.  • I have 

no  hesitation  in  asserting  that  some  of  this  diseased  meat  would  not  have 
buoia  inspected:. had  ■ther.q-_.not 'beerr  a Gentral. 'Blaughtor  House. 

It  is' my  oarnest  hope  that  after  the  war  it  may  bo  possible  to 
continue  central  slaughtering  and  to  build  an  up  to  date  slaughter  house.
